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chief Deſign of the Eſtabliſhment is to rectify the Heart, inform 
the Mind, and promote the Moral and Social Virtues of Hu- 
manity, Decency, and good Order, as much as poſſible in the 
World: and ſome of the Emblems of the Free- Maſons confirm 
this Opinion, ſuch as the Compaſs, Rule, Square, &c. * 
In all Countries Where Maſonry is practiſed, or eſtabliſhed 
at this Time, there is a Grand Maſter; but formerly there was 
only one Grand Maſter, and he was an Engliſhman. Lord 
PETRE is the Perſon on whom this Dignity is now beſtowed, 
who governs all the Lodges in Great-Britain, and has the Power 
of delivering the Conſtitutions and Laws of the Society to the 
Maſters who preſide over the ſubordinate Aſſemblies: which 
Conſtitutions muſt always be ſigned by the Grand Secretary 
of the Order, —— The Grand Maſter can hold a Meeting or 
Lodge when he thinks proper, which is generally the ſecond 
Soturday in every Month in the Summer; but oftener in the 
Winter. | 
T he other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month in the Win- 
ter Half-Year, and once a Month in the Summer; and the 
Members of each Lodge pay Quarterly, from 3s. 6d. to 5s. into 
the Hands of the Treaſurer; and this generally defrays the 
Expence of their Meetings. | | 
There are alſo Quarterly Communications, or Meetings, 
held, at which are preſent the Maſter and Wardens of every 
Regular Conſtitution in and near London, where the ſeveral 
Lodges fend, by the faid Wardens, different Sums of Money 
to be paid into the Hands of the Treaſurer General, and appro- 
riatedo ſuch charitable Uſes as the Grand Maſter, and the 
Maſters of the different Lodges under him, think proper ; but 
theſe Charities are chiefly confined to Maſons only, Such as 
have. good Recommendations as to their Behaviour and Cha- 
ragter, will be affiſted with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds; 
leſs Sums are diſtributed to the indigent Brethren, in Pro- 
ortion to their Wants, arid the Number of Years they have 
zen Members. At theſe Quarterly Communications, large 
Sums are likewiſe ſent from Lodges in the moſt remote Parts 
of the World, viz. in the Za/ft and Vet Indies, and Accounts 
tranſmitted of the Growth of Maſonry there. T.

When you come to this Part of the Ceremony of making a Maſter, 
it occahonslome Surprize ; the Junior Warden ftrikes you with a twent y- 

ur Inch Gauge acroſs your Throat; ihe Senior Warden follows the 
Blow by ftriking you with a Square on the Left Breaſt; and almoſt at 
the ſame: Inftant the Maſter knocks you down with the Gavel. This is 
the Cuſtom in moſt Lodges; and it requires no ſmall Share of Courage, 
for the Blows. are frequently ſo ſevere, that the. poor Candidate falls 
backwards on the Floor; and the greater his Terror at this Uſage, the 
more the Brethren are pleaſed." This Cuſtom ſavours too much of Bar- 
barity 5 and many Inſtances can be produced of Perſons in this Situation, 
who have requeſted on ther Knees to be ſet at Liberty, and others who 
have made their Eſcape as faſt as poſſible out of the Lodge, The French
